w ith inform ation on the present 
status of school plant facilities in 
Palm Springs. lie requested also 
pertinent data on the assessed 
valuation of the high school dis­ 
trict, on the type of contem plated 
curriculum and courses of study, 
and on 
the 
history 
of 
Palm 
Springs High School graduates 
relating to attendance in institu­ 
tions of higher learning. 


WHEN S U P E R I N T E N D E N T 
Lindsay looked into the possibili­ 
ties of establishing a junior col­ 
lege here several years ago it 
was found th at there was no 
available classroom space to de­ 
vote to instruction on the college 
level. The w ar w as in progress 
and there was no prospect of 
early building, so th e idea of des­ 
ignating Palm Springs as a junior 
college center w as sidetracked. 
The board of trustees of Palm 
Springs high school is now en­ 
gaged in a building project which 
will provide m ore teaching facili­ 
ties w ithin the n ex t 18 to 24 
months. Because it has for a num ­ 
ber of years given careful con­ 
sideration to a m aster plan for the 
best possible educational use of 
the tract of 30 acres off Ramon

COMMENTING on his selec­ 
tion as M ayor of the tow n by of­ 
ficial action of the city council 
la/t W ednesday night, Hope pub 
licly expressed lus thanks and 
declared that he was highly hon­ 
ored. 
He added th at he was proud 
of the fact th at now he is really 
a “solid" citizen of Palm Springs, 
lie has been a home ow ner here 
for the past tw o years.

W hile only a small 
percentage of a union m em bership may be Communistic, the organi­ 
zation can be effectively dom inated by a few a t th e top. 
In his talks in Palm Springs last week, State Senator Jack Tenny 
said that every union that had anything to do w ith the m anufacture 
of atom ic bombs was Com m unist dom inated. It is a generally ac­ 
cepted fact th at the principal weapon w ith w hich Com m unists expect 
to accomplish their revolutionary aim s is the general strike.

Museum

(popularly called wildcat) which 
was shot on the edge of Palm 
Springs last fall by Jim Maynard 
of the local police force. 
This cat is approximately 
3 
feet long and has prominent ear 
tufts and a very short tail. They 
are fairly common in the local 
mountains and ordinarily cause 
little harm to humans. They feed 
primarily on mice and rats which 
they catch by running down. 
Rarely one may develop rabies 
which it probably contacts from 
dogs. The cases of this occurred 
last season at the edge of town 
and caused some alarm among 
the villagers. However, it should 
be emphasized that rabies is un­ 
usual among Bob-cats. The cat 
was 
mounted 
by 
the Cardiff 
brothers of Colton. 


A VISITOR to the museum last 
week was Professor Raymond B. 
Cowles, head of the Zoology De­ 
partm ent at U.C.L.A., who has 
done a great deal of experimental 
work on the effect of heat upon 
desert animals. Professor Cowles 
is a member of the museum 
board and has been carrying on 
•current studies on the tempera­ 
tures of bats. He is especially in­ 
terested in the work now being 
carried on by Edmund C. Jaeger 
of Riverside, in regard to a Poor- 
wili which he believes has been 
hibernating. The fact that some 
birds may hibernate is not well 
known and a great deal of study 
is yet to be made if this par­ 
ticular bird proves to be in hiber­ 
nation. 
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The pig was used as a scav­ 
enger before it was discovered 
that the flesh was good to eat, 
according to the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica. 
Only half of the world’s total 
forest area is made up of soft 
wood and temperate hardwood 
forests, according to the Encyclo­ 
paedia Britannica, yet those for­ 
ests supply 91 per cent of all the 
timber cut and usad. Tropical 
hardwoods furnish the remaining 
9 per cent.
